with their Goods, Bag and Baggage, to any of His Majcſties Ar- 
mics or Gartiſons as I ſhall deſire; And thar ſuch of the City Re- 
giment under tke command of Sir Frances Gawnell as are minded 
to tzy in the City; be ſuffered \6 to do, and enjoy their Arms and 
Goods, and all eb priviledges as are inthe ſeveral Articles pro- 
poſed for the Citizens. : _ : 

2, That neither my perſon, nor the perſon of any Nobleman, 
Commander, Officer, Gentlemen or Souldier, or any other, mine 
or uw of their.
